Wherfore, that I might rightly” do my Duty, 
I ent Days and Nights both in calling flowly 
back into my Memory what I had for a long 
time confiderd , and had accuratly examin'd 
and moted, and alſo in conferring the paſt

tive Auditory,out of the Chair of an Univerlity,than D 
to ediftie Men cogagcd in Practice : But like a wiſe tr 
Practitioner,ſo orders the Matter, that his Sheets may tl 
ſinell as little as may be of an 4cademick Profeſſor ; - | V 
for, the infection of thoſe places is fo ſtrong, that fl 
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Men uſed to Philoſophizing there with Niceties, and 
conjecural Probabilities, are wont, when they come 
abroad, to ſinell rank-of it ever after in all their Wri- 
tings and Diſcourſcs 3 and fo doth Sylvizs in ſome 
Particulars, Their manner 1s to abound with Noti- 
on ; for which having been admired by the Men of 
Letters in the Academy, they all believe they may ſet 
up for Authors of Science 3 though (when they come 
ints the World) they generally prove mere Slow- 
Men at Bufineſs 3 yet they pals as great Men among 
ſome Learned, and the better fort of Mcn Unlearned :; 
for, the World will till be tor Learning (foreputed) 
in Men of Phytick, not being able to judg, whether 
that which is acquired in the uſual way of Education 
be learning to the purpole. 

To give you a more particular Account of Sylvi- 
ws the Author, take what I have received from the 
Ingeniqus Tranſlator, who had tht happineſs to be a 
Scholay of his. He was by Birth a German, who 
throu%h induttry arrived to fuch degree of merit by 
worl.ing and practice at Amſterdam, that his Fame 
ſpreading, about the Low Comntries, the States of 
H- Jand caſt an eye of great regard upon him, and 
p.Jced him (though a Stranger) in the Profeſſors 
'Hnair in the Univerhtity of Leiden which he after- 
wards adorncd tor almoſt thicteen years, by forming 
many uſetul Doctrincs ſnot mere formal Points of 
Litcrature) tot the Inſtitution ot young Beginners in - 
Phyftclk, of whom a multitude were by his Reputa- 
tion drawn thither from all parts of Exrope, to be his 
Diſciples : ſuch Do&rines as have not had ther Riſe 
from the Ancients, and the Academies, but moſt of 
them from Laboratories of his own and others, 
wrought out of the Fire for near forty years toge- 
ther, and confirmed by conſtant Practice among, the 
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Sick 4 in which Work of Curing he excelled all his 
Fellows, in the moſt dithcult Caſes : Yet becauſe he 
had recourſe moſtly to Chymical Remedies (of whoſe 
ſafety and excellency the World is now convinced) 
the more lazic Tribe of Doftors made it their buſi- 
neſs moſt maliciouſly to calumniate and traduce him, 
as you will tmd him miſerably complaining in many 
parts of his Book 3 of whom he ſaith in 4oth Chap- 
ter, that they be ignorant of moſt Natural Things, yet 
are a prating Crew, that ſtrut about and ſwell inani 
Doctorum Titulo, with the vain Title of Dotiors : 
they are his own words of thern, and the World 
hath too many of them, though they and their Cre- 
dit wear off apace. So that now in this diſcerning 
Age, ſceing the Pedantry of their Breeding, the Lei» 
gerdemain of their Philoſophy, the Theatrical Moun* 
tebankerie of needleſs Niceties in Anatomy ( about 
which they perpetually quarrel, and puzzle one ano- 
ther) are like to prevail no longer, to gain admira- 
tion among the great Vulgar, or the lutle; and it 
being found, that to Indultry in operating one grain 
of Prudence being added (fuch a Prudence I mean, 
as is in an Apprenticeſhip improved under a PraQi- 
fer, and by an in-flight into Practice from ones youth) 
will weigh down all the Schools in a lick Mans Cham- 
ber 3 therefore they are conſtrained to have recourſe 
to other Arts, to uphold that Tottering, Dominis 
on which they have long held over the Phanſics of 
the People. 
To fay nothing of their Flatterics among the Great 
and the Rich, belides the Calumnics that they ſow 
againſt other PraCtitioners,the frequentation of Clubs 


and Tipple to gain Acquaintance, the gloling Collu- 
ſions and tne Tales with Nurſes, Midwives, Wo- 
men and weak People 3 the Contederacies to cry up 

Once 
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oxe another with Dodiſimo and Clariſimo in Prints, 
the creating & canvaling of Intereſts in Families, and 
the common chequenerie of Conſultations only with 
Men of their own Tribe 3 the moſt remarkable Trick 
of all is, that they have an Oar in the Boat of every 
Party round the Town and Nation, having lifted 
themſclves accordingly. Some are for the Church 
of England ; fome tor the Church of Rowe 3 ſome 
for the _ z fome for the Independent ; ſome 
among the 


aptiſed; (ome for the Fifth-Manarchiſts ; 
ſome for the Quakers z every Man for himſelf, and 
God for all : And fo the World is very luckily divid- 
ed; every Party taking its own Profelyte to be the 
Ableſt, and the moſt Conſcientious Do&tor. Is not 
this a ſhort Cut (think ye ) ro-get Cuſtom? This 
and Scholaſtick Twattle will do the Work,according 
to the general Mode of their Second Commence- 
ment : after which, the few Men of no Party, what- 
ever their Induſtry and Art be, arc Icft to beturn'd 
to grals upon the cold Common of Integrity. 

But in this latter Age, the great Pranks they play 
now are by moznting the Stage of Anatomy, (for 
that paſs *tis now come to) where many of them arc 
wont ever and anon, to make wondrous Oſtentation 
of pretended new Diſcoveries in the little World of 
Man 3 with which they have a Mint always going, 
for coining new Hypotheſes, out of which they ſtart 
up their various Dogmaticiſms, to amaze their Admi- 
rers, and amuſe the World , fo that the very Neigh- 
bours Dogs are in as much danger of their Shambler, 
as they arc of the Falcouers. And though it be ri- 
diculous enough to prudent Men, yet whcn the part 
is ated it gains upon many gentle Spectators, be it 
in Print, or in open LeQuresz ſo that they come 
within the reach of chat Motto in che Duke's Thea- 
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tre, Vniverſus Mundus exercet Hiſtriontam. And be- * 
fidcs this, it ſerves for divers purpoſes more : Con- 
ccrning, which give me leave, becauſe it may be of 
uſe, to make publick here what I pot long fince 
privately wrote upon an eminent occaffoh, thus. | 
"Tis a common trick among the Tribe of Diſle- 
ors, to open Bodics of their own or other Mens 
Paticnts, in pretence to fatisfic themſelves, and the 
deceaſcd's Kindred touching the cauſe of Death z and 
thence they always pick out enough before the admi.

Abuſcs for the future, For, though ſomtimes, when 
upon opening of Bodies, the internal parts appear 
decayed or corrupted in thcir Tone and Subſtance, 
*ris manitelt then what brought on Death 3 yet not (© 
at other times, ſceing moſt Diſcaſcs lying in the va- 
riations of Blood and Humors, Spirits and Ferments 
ot the Parts, arc in'thcir Cauſes remote from ſuch o- 
cular inſpection, let none in theſe Matters be gull'd 
hereafter, For, that nothing ccrt2in can be concluded 
from the ſtagnation of Blood, or other Humors found 
in any placc or paſſage of the Body afte# Death, is 
evident in this; that Nature upon Death's approaches, 
being driven to moſt violent motions, doth extrava- 
ſlatc, intravaſatc, throw Blood and Humors in and 
out, hcre and there and every-where, Cap-a-pe, 
through

From hence alſo ob{crve, what miſtakes Phyficiar:s 
ray be led into by blind ſuppoſals and conjectures of 
zlood or other mattcr lodged in this, that; or other 
<cret Paſſage of the Veſſels, or Bowels, to be cauſes 
f Diſeaſes z when they procccd thereupon to raiſe 
fancitul DoCtrines whereby to manage-praQtice in 
After-time, and order Cures by Calculations, ſc- 
cundum duttus 3 Hypotheſes Anatomicos. No Man 
can be againſt a due cnquiry into Anatomy, fo far as 
CONCELInSs a bqug acquainted with the Structure, Fi- 
pure, Scituation and Conrexion of the Parts of the 
Body, clpecialiy in Calcs of Chnurgery, wherein its 
orcateſt ule doth lic 3 ahd of this allo it becomes a 
Vhybcian-not to bc 3gnoratit, who ought allo to be a 
(C.:irurgian > though the Hec-hnger'd Ac:demick 
Education of Piyficians in Edglard, hath hoc ur.- 
happily divided the two: Faculties, thePref. lors of 
the one being brought up to Talk, the other to 
Vorks the one im their youth to ſpeculative Philoe 
lophy 3 tic other from their very tuſt yout!) in pra- 
cticel Drudgery, it I may fo call it in companion 
with the othxr : from whence 'tis obfervab!ec, we axe 
aways fugnithed with tar more able Ckirurgians 
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than Phyſicians. Conſider what greater Men ever 
had we in the World, for the old wy of Phyſick 


formerly, than thoſe that were bred up Chirurgians ? 
Galen himfclf was bred a Chirurgian. And where

en, Men for Phyfick to be named afterithoſe famous 
Perfons bred Chirurgians 3 fuch as were Pare,

Marchetti, Spigelius, and the two Fabriciz, one an 
Italian, the other a Swiſſe, viz.

world.But now forſooth aChirurgian with us& mad: 
ſo little a thing by our Doforal Confederates, that

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cinal were not found ont by reaſoning 3 but reaſoning 
came in play being ſought out after Remedies bad been 
found. From whencc *tis concluttvc, That the ſure 
Notions of Curing arc thoſe which Men form un- 
to theraſelves:; Firlt, Not by Tradition of Authors, 
but by reaſoning, upon their own and others Experis 
ments, whoſe Opcrations and EttcCts they have cen, 
But for Phyſicians bred the ftiae way, he faith, Ezian 
ſapientie ſtudioſos maximos eſſe Medicos ft ratiocinatio 
hoc fazeret ,, nunc illis verba ſupereſſe, deeſſe medendi 
ſciemiam\ to wit, That your Students of Philoſophy 
(meaning the old way of Philolophy) were the great- 
"lt Phyſicians, if reaſ ming could make them ſo z now 
that fort of Men abiund with words, but want the Sci- 
ence of Curing. Yet they (he ſaith a little after) do 
bear away the Bcll in the World, Ingenizm & facun- 
diam vincere, morbos autem nom Eloquentia, ſed Reme- 
dil curari : that is, They that have a witty knack of 
talk, prevail above others iut the Opinion of the People, 
though Diſeaſes are #ot to be cured by fine words but by 
Remedies. And therctore *tis hoped the Magiltrates, 
Nobility and Gentry of the Land, will accordingly 
itecr their Judgmcni in the choice of Phylicians, and 
one time or othcr give a helping hand towards a re- 
torming of the Education of Mcn tos the practice of 
this Faculty. This may fcrve allo tor an Item to our 
young, Students in the Univeriitics how to prevent 
the loſs of time. *Tis not a formal degree in Phy- 
tick that will malic amends for it, or give them fatis- 
taction at Iaſi, it Mcn ot Conſcicnce and Ingenuitys 
And as tor Auatomy, I do not dcclain agaiatt it, A' 
competent knowlcdg, therein 15 moti commendable 
aad necclary in many cafcs, thotga a juit Treatiſe 
may ſhortly evince tothe World how 1:ttle ule it is 
of, in managing the Cures of molt Lotcrnal Dilcaſes, 
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a Capite ad Calcem : and how littlejadvance (as Mr. 
Boyle long fince obſerved) the praftice of Phylick 
bath received by the pretended novel Diſcoveries : cvc- 
ry Anatomilt boaſting like a School-boy, that he hath 
found out more Birds-Neſts than his Fellows 3 and 
the !;c tiruts wt Print with Diſquilitions thereupon, 
th gh! c Iflue be, that none ot them all there be, 
from t''« time of Galen to this day, but contradict 
one anc''s.c:; So that contrayerted Curiolitics and 
mere Toys muſt her be a ſweer, uncertain ground 
to take aim upon, in/ſo ſcrious a Work as the hitting 
of the Nature of Difeafcs.,and their Ramedies, And *tt5 
molt ridicnlous to Ubſcrve what a clatter is made 2- 
morg us with Dogs, Cats, and other Creatures about 
the trivial Enquirigs, Not that fuch Niccttes are tc 
be difconumended in Gentlemen , who may ſpend 
their time that way, or in thoſe who have little 
lie to do but Diſſeg, and then to diſcourlc tor rc- 
creation. But Hic eſt fundus calamitatis noſtre,the Dane 
of the protcihon of Phylick, that it attains (o little 
Improvement in the World,is this z That while there 
152 manifeſt Faction driven among Profeſſors to mag- 
nihe one another in theſe Mattcrs, as it they were 
able to make a Man a Phylician above others, aud to 
eſtabliſh the main ground for Students to build a Re- 
putation upon, 1t proves an occalion of three tors 
Evils under the Sun. 

1, That as all Men affe&t Repute in the World, io 
the young Seminary of Phyſicians thinking this the 
way to render them great and conſiderable ju the Fa- 
culty, are inclined to follow that Tract, and iu the 

can time negle& courſes more advantageOus for 
themſelves and Mankind. 

2, Whereas many of the preſent Practilers, who 
make moſt noiſe with their Anatomical Rattles, King 
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Men otherwiſe of pregnant Wit and Litcrature, 
might do great ſervice to their Generation, it their 
Wits and Induſtry were ct the right way, The con- 
trary falls out. 

3+ Others growing, up bcing, perverted by their ex- 
ample, the Materia Medica lics too much neglected ; 
the Improvement whercof is the one thing aeceſſary. 
They ought rather to imploy themſelves in the Ana- 
tomizing, of all Natural Subje&ts, in order to the 
knowledg, of their various Virtues, by reſolving and 
educing; the ſcveral Parts and Principles of which 
thcy.are compoſed, and in ſearching out their uſe- 
fulncſs by rcafoning upon the manner of thoſe Ope- 
rations by which they are prepared, and from thence 
calculating, what uſcs they may be put to. 

Alas, what a world of ground lics walte in the 
Ficld of Nature ! how comly would it be,to fce them 
ipcad thcir time in making further enquiries into 
Herbs and Roots which contain innumerable other 
Virtucs than yet are known. | Had we not beeu more 
Echolden to Women and Ruſticks, than to the Men 
ot Literaturc, very little more had been known cf 
them now, than was a thouſand years 2goc. 

What thall I {ay of thoſe wonderful numcrous 
Treatures lockt up in the Bodics of Stones, Earths, 
Mincrals, Mctals, and Salts, which require the 
Hands ot all Mankind to unlock? It were to be 
wilhcd they would but bcltow part of rheir time and 
weony in rctorming the old DoCtrittes and Notions 
jn Phytick , not in fubſtiturrg new ones 'drawn 
tom mere Hypnth:ſes A4tomica!, but trom the good 
014 rqal Principles of Acre, Acidum, Salſum, Dulce, 
Amar, Poxticum, Acerbum, & infipidum > where- 
1: our Syl:ius hicre hath pointed out part of the way, 
thote things being by cxprricnce found to be the real 
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principal diſturbers of Humane Bodies. The ac- 
commodating, of Phylical Preparaticns to the quali- 
fying of thoſe, when either of them is peccant, is 
the only way. And all the long Methods and Do- 
&rines of Phylick grounded upon other Notions, he 
that would be a Practitioner ought to lay aſide, till 
he can find ſpare time to read them, as a' Man would 
do to read Romantes , which, if never fo Scholar- 
like,ſerve only for prattle among ſuch as having ſpent 
time the ſame way are wont to admire them» 

And truly, had Sylvaus kept himlelt in his Expe- 
riments and Contemplations, only to that way ot Re- 
forming, he had been much more honourable and 
fortunate in the improvement of our Faculty. Bur 
what ſhall 1 ſay to excuſe his raiſng ſome of bis Do- 
Grines by Anatomy ? I have no more to fay for him 
but this 3 That being made a Pwblick Profeſſor in an 
Univerſity, he was obliged to play Prizes accordiag, 
to the cuſtom of Men in ſuch places 3 whoſe Le- 
@ures are fitted for Pomp and Ceremony more than 
uſe, wherewith the expectations of theYoung and the 
Injudicious mult be gratificd,or clſc they will nor be- 
lieve themſelves in the way to be well Inftrudted : 
Beſides, of fo great force is prejudicate Opinion in 
the minds even of the Rulers and great Men in forne 
Countries, touching the value of Anatomy tor Intcr- 
ral Cures, that they will herdly believe 2 Publick 
Profeſſor merits his place, unlets he render him{.1t 
famous by Pretences of advaucing Phylick with forme 
new Anratomick well-tancied Inventions, though no- 
thing hath more confounded the Science : And how 
can it be otherwiſe, ſccing *tis {0 razc to nd any of 
them agree about any one matter of this Nature, as 
I could moſt amply demonlirate, if I ſhould tall to 
courſing them in their Books. Which 'tis tke I may 
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do exc 18ng, that there may be a correfting of Men's 
Judgments about them, and ſome end allo be put to 
the citimation of this cndlcfs Batchery and Foolkry 3 
ſceing one twelve-month well-{pent 15 enough to ac» 
quaint a Man with what is neceſſary to learn by Dil- 
{. tion, for the Praftice of, Phylick, cithcr [aternal 
or External though it be but of lictle uſe, fave only

ry: which as it is the moſt Antient of all the Parts 
of Mcdicin, fo, ncxt after the Accompliſhmcats of a 
Grammar-School, it ought to be the tirſt thing that 
Ic who aims to be a Phylician, ſhould propoſe unto 
him lf, and accordingly ſerve ſeven years therein to 
ſome Malicr, that is able to tutor him in the daily 
practice of it, and of Chymical Opcrations, and of 
Curing Diſcaſes, as the only Mc:thod of Education, 
O1t of the Cummon Pod ot an Univerlity, ro brin 

a Man tobe indeed a Dotior. Which Parents _ 
Giiardians may do well to obſerve, when they dif- 
pole their Sons or Relations, that their Erains may 
not be 2dd!cd and hurt with the pride of Diſputing, 
till che tine crancs that the Higher Powers have lct- 
ſure tovcform the Inftitutions of this noble Profel- 
tion. It were czlie, were it proper in this place, to 
nz ke cvidert the neceſty of my Advice, by taking 
3 ſarvey of Univerſuty-Statutes and Caſtoms, as in 
lc there be occation, Þ ray hereafter. And truly,

[ives hoicanto y and in the mean while not to un-

But to return to Sylvirs 3 had he becn content to

2. This Loathing both of ſom: AM-at and Drizxh., 
does not cnly overtake the Sick , but ſomtimes thoſe 
that are otherwiſe Well. 

3- Where this is to be noted, that almoſt All 45 
more loath what is atiually bot or warm, and which 
do more powerfully affect alſo the Smell. than cold 
things, and therfore leſs moving the Smel!. 

4+ All Loathing is cicher natural or adventitioes. 

5. The Natwural for the molt part, if not always, 
follows as the Mind of the Mother carrying in her 
IVomb the young one is affefted , and {uch-like cither 
preſent, and incurring upon the outward Scnles, or 
abſent, and often ca'l'd to mind, and fonitimes by 
the vitious Humors in the Body 3 other-times by 
prejudices whenceſoever taken, loathing and being

IN perfe& Health, and a natural State, nothing 
at all is wont to be driven forward out of the 
Stomach by the Gliller 3 ſo that whatſoever riſes that 
way, gives us a certain fign of Health weakned, 
whether it be Food, or any other thing aſcends in the 
form of a Kifting, Wind, Vapor, ora more fluid or 
thick Liquor. and is expecll'd by the Mouth. 

2. Where any thing breaks up in the kind of a 
Rift, or a Vapor, with noiſe, it is properly call'd a 
Belch . and that avoided Belching 3 as, where Food or 
any Humors are driven forward up out of the Sto- 
mach, a Vomit. 

3» A Loathing is wont to precede a Vomiting al- 
ways, and often a Belching, or an inclination lets or 
lels to a vomiting, although that endeavouring to 
Vomit be fomtimes in vain. 

4+ Rifts, becauſe of the toughneſs of their Mat- 
ter, doclcave morc to the Ventricle, and are more 
hardly excluded, whence often a ſwelling of the $to- 
mach, and troubleſom diſtenſion accompanies them 3 
which ccaſcs, or is cas'd atter the Wind is belclye.

ven'd; fo the Parts of Fiod which are profitable 1» Wil fre 
nouriſh the Body ſomtimes of\ thetr own accord, at lealt 
mare eaſi'y, other-times mart difficultly, and not with- 
ont 44m belp of another, do jhey ſeparate jr us the rt Wl thi 
of the Parts, bcing many, riling molt commonly 
trom Mcat, which are again ſent out by Stool, as wi 


fit 
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fit to refreſh the Body, after ſome ſtay in the thick 
Guts+ 

2. The Food therefore being Fermented in the 
Stomach, and ſent into the Guts, Choler, and the 

wice of the Pancress, and Spintle allo conſtantly 
{wallow'd, are mixt there for the molt part four hn- 
gers breadth below the Pylorus, which Spittle ſtays 
but a little while in an healthy Stomach, and void of 
Food,and haſtens ſuddenly to the Guts, and together 
with the aforeſaid Humors, it I may ſpeak fately in 
Helmont's terms,exerciles a very notable Triazmvirate, 
or three-fold ſway in the acortomie of Man's Body. 

3- Theſe three being righe)y conſticuced, it's obs 
ſery'd that the ſeparation of the liquid and whitiſh 
Part from the #bicker- Part follows this mingling, 
and gets a divers colour and conſiſtency, according 


to the diverſity of Food, or Medicins us'd toge- _ 
ther.

4- The tender, fluid, and whitiſh Part we call, 


by way of excellency, Chyle, which - gocs forward 
through the ſpungy Cruſt of the Guts, the Latieal 
Veins, and Thoracic Paſſage to the Hearc, to ger the 
Form of Blood 3 whiltt the thick, ſolid and diverſly 
colour'd part of Food is thruſt down to the great 
Guts, in which it gets the uame and form of Excre- 
ments. 

5- We give the priority to Choler in the promotion 
of this Separation, in as much as it mildly cxts the 
viſcow parts of Food by its volatil 2nd oily Salt, and 
frees the Fluid parts from therm, and makes thele 
wore fluid, yea flowing. 

6. To Spittle we alciibe, that by its promoting 
the Fermentation of Food more and more, and by 
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fit for its defir'd Separation. "at 
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7. Laſtly, We judg that the Fwiceof the Pancreas,by 
its ſomwhat atid Spirit, does more potently looſen 
the ſame obſtinate Viſcidity of Food, and gives Occa« 
fion allo by compelling its oſt viſcous parts of flowing 
together with the more fluid parts, and prelcatly ts 
flow through. 

8. Theſe three-fold Humors are requir'd to per- 
form ſuch a benctit to Man's Food being temper'd 
accord ng to their convenient manner, and degree

2. Wecall ita Lively Efferveſcency that is rais'd in 
the Right Ventricle of the Heart, becauſe the natu- 
ral Preſervation of our Life depends upon it. 


3. For by the Couflux of the Volatil Oily Salt ruling | 


inthe Gall, and conltituting the chiet part of the 
Soreriſh Sweet Spirit of theſe, I ſay, being ſom- 
what contrary, there 15 rais'd a gentle, and to Nature 
friendly Fight, d:ſ{crib'd by Us with the Name of an 
Efferveſcency, in and by which the Fiery Parts lying 
hid. aud ſhut up in both are loos' from their Fetrers, | 
and being, free'd, infinuate themclvcs into the Oily 
and Fat obvious Parts, both of the Blood. and allo 
of Chyle, as the proper Subjze& of their Action, r4- 
refying the ſam<3 and morcover do fo change and alte 
the other parts more or. leſs mixt with them, that

arother way. Neither ſcems it provable that all the 
Conglobated Glandules, from which we: judg'the

cient in the Heart. For as often as the Body is congeal'd 
with Cold, the extreme Parts are not Ic{s, but more 
ſcizd on ky it, than the internal Glandnles that lie 
bid; in which beſides the Lympba is not ſo much di- 
miniſhd, as corrupted by Cold, although then its Mo- 
tion be both alter'd and diſterbd , as we obſerve it falls 
out in the Stuffing of the Head, in which all Motion 
of a Humor both to the Noſtrils, and allo to the 
Jaws, is Stopt firlt with an Heavineſs of the Head 
(whence the name $$ravedo) afterward the Humor 
Diftills more plenteosſly, and often thinner and ſharp- 
er than is wout ; to wit, Sowriſh Salt, and then this

1. "THe Ferers that ſome call Putrid, to diſtinguiſh 

Diarian and Synochal Fevers not putrid, (o 
call'd by them, of which we have treated in the for- 
mer Chapter; the moſt diſtinguiſh into Continual and 
Intermitting Fevers ; as again them into Containing, 
or Synchals, and Continusls, in ſpecial focall'd, or 
Synechals. 

2. Lt matters little that Synochos 1s an unknown 
word to the Antient Greeks and Hippocrates, and 
Continual and Containing is among, the Latins us'd 
for the fame 3 becauſe, where divers Things occur, 
or are tcign'd, which arc deſtitute of Aiſtin& names, 
we may,. yca it becoms us morcover to dittinguiſh 
from one another the terms of their Origination and 
Signitication, tor a more diltin&t Doctrin's fake, and 
uſe every one cnough explaind betore in a diverſe 
Senlc. L 

3. Thertore they call thoſe Synochzs, or Contain» 
ing Fevers, which continue without any Fit to their 
lait and compleat ceaſing 3 but Synecnfis, or Conti- 
anals, have the gencral name of Fevers z which al- 
though they always perhiſt to the end, yet do they 
daily, or every third or fourth day undergoe ſome 
Fit : 1 will examine them in this, theſe in*Chap.

5- Who therefore could not untitly diſtinguiſh 
theſe Containing or Synochal Fevers, upon the account 
of their diverſe Cauſe, into Choleric and Lymphatic 
Fevers. 

6. And becauſe under the general name of Lym- 
pba we do not-only comprehend that Lympha, which 


" goes from the Conglobated Glandules, and alſo from 


other Parts to the Heart 3 but moreover the Fuice of 
the Pancreas, and Spittle it ſelf, proceding from the 
Conglomerated Glandules, and ſo the Liquor that is to 
ariſe from the Three-fold Sway of the Guts, all mixt 
together with Lympha with the Deſcending Blood ; 
Lymphatic Fevers may be ſubdivided into Glandylar, 
Pancreatic, and Salivary Lymphatic Fevers. 

7. All theſe Fevers may ditfer ſomthing according 
to the divers Conſtitution of other Humors together 
being, in the Body. | 

$. I judg that Burning Fevers are chiefly produc'd 
by Choler ; and Fevers coupled with acute Pains; and 
Prickings of the Head and Lims from the Glandu- 
lous Lympha ; as trom the Fuice of the Pancreas any 
joind with gripes and prickings of the Belly laſtly, 
from the Spitzle, thoſe which are obſervd troubleſom 
with anxieties and diftenſions of the Stomach, and the 
parts near it. But as oft as ſcvcral Hnmors of thoſe 
mentzond are together vitiatcd, ſo oft the Symptoms 
of more are wont to concur together, as morcover 
the fame occur more glentle then 15 wont, by the mu- 
tua] tempering of the Humors peccant. 

9. Choler at that time 15 wont to be peccant, _ 
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with a Lixivial Salt Acrimony only, or moreover with 
an Oily Infameableneſs. Whence there indeed the 
eacrcald Heat is obſervd ſharper, here together great- 
eſt. The Pulſe there other things confiderd is more 
frequent, here together greater. The Urin there 
thicker, here befide more colourd. Thirſt is there very 
troubleſom, here inſatiable. The Tongue is there dry, 
here together clover or black: 

10. The Lympha of all, or at leaſt the moſt Cons 
giobated Glandul's being, more ſharp and ſowr, and 
railing a Feveriſh Efferveſcency in the Right Ventri- 
cle of the Heart, breeds an Heat more corroding then 
great, and every where troubleſom with Gripings. 

11. The ſame Lymphz becoming more ſharp, and 
ſalt Brine, or together Acid, in the GlanduPs of the 
Head eſpecially, bcſide a ſtoppage, or burthenſom pain 
of the Head, and hence the Coryza, or Hoarſneſs, or 
a Cough afterward tollowing, is wont to produce the 
Catarrhal Fever\o call'd, acompani'd with Heat, not 
{vo vehement and intenſe as gawing aud ſharp. 

12. Inevery Lymphatic Fever, a light ſhivering oft 
troubleſom is preſent arid urgeth. The Pmlſe is fre- 
quent more then great. The Urin is voided died and 
red tor the moſt part, but foon after troubled, grow- 
ng yellow, or white, and fcems to let fall much 
manitoldſettling, according to the various conſtitu- 
tions'ot the Humors 3 a gricvous and pricking wes- 
rineſs aſcs to poſſeſs the Lims.

with Thirſt more rarely urging ; with Vrin common. 
ly crade and watry.' 

14. The Spittle breeding a Containing Fever, is 
wout to be peccant with encreaſd Viſcouſneſi whence 
It i5 perceivd more mild and ſoft, the Appetite being 
commonly dejected, and a burthenſom Pain tollowiug 
the taking in of Food, fomtimes a Diſtenfion aud 
puffing up of the Stomach and Guts happening 3 and 
ſoon after IVheazing, or Difficult Reſpiration, aud 
ſleepineſs 3 together with the frequencie of the Pulſe 
encreaſd, ons or two hours atter Food taken in, again 
by degrees remirting 3 and therefore tnis Salivary 
Fever hath grcat aGinity with that cald Hettic, it it 
be not a lighter Kind of it; or at leait always coupled 
with the HeCtic. 

15. They will lcſs wonder or contemn theſe new 
DiltinQions and Names ot Containing Fevcrs, who 
being free from all prejudice, accuratly attend to all 
the obſervable Symptoms and Depravations of the 
Humors peccant in ſeveral Feverith People, and neg- 
left not the new Anatomical Inventions of this Age; 
as when compar'd with Chymical Changes, aftord 
a wonderful Light to the intricate Dodrine ot Fe- 
vers, to be extricatcd calicr and more happily. 

16. We have taught you betore from what hind of 
Non-natural Things the aforeſaid depravations of Cho- 
ler, Lympha, the Fuice of the Pancreas and Spittle do 
ariſe, ſo that it ſeems needleſs to (tay longer here 
about them, ſeeing they may and ought to be 1£- 
quir'd thence. 

17. But any Studious of Truth may ask, How 
Heat troubleſom.thmugh diverſe in theſe $ynochal Fepers, 
i bred from ſo diverſe Cauſes ? 

18. That to my ability 1 may endeavour to ſatishe 

this 
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this juſt Queſtion, I judg, I. That Fereriſh Heat is 
bred prop-rly, and by it ſelf, of Choler both over- 
ſharp and fat, in 25 much as it raiſmg an Efferveſcency 
both in the ſmall Gut with the Fuice of the Pancreas, 
and in the Ri:bt Ventricle of the Heart with Lympba, 
wheacolocr.r lowing Er-ws torth of it (elt, not 0a- 
ly more r.rticles of Fire, whcrewith it abounds, but

26. Theſe Ferrers challenge the third place, that 
chiefly arc troubleſom with Heat, and an obſcure red- 
neſs of the Faws, whence the Tongue allo is not only 
Dry, by ting'd wilh a blackiſh red Colour. This Dif 
eale, by rcaſon of the (aid Colour, 15 call'd Brewxe, 
as well among the Dutch, as Germans, and is ft 
Epidemical. 

27. The Fourth place we give to Raving Fevers, 
ſo call'd, becauſe of a gri:vous Raving, (ſuch as is 
oft obſervd in many Fevcrs) ſomtimes inclining to 
raging,which happens to the Sick in a few days ſpace, 
and doth not a little trouble the By-itanders;, chictly 
when ſuch Fevers arc Epidemical, and at length kill 
the Sick, Commlſions coming, upon them.

28. Waſting Fevers, fo call'd, may take the Fifth

29. In the Sixth Place we will mention Malign 
Fevers, ſuddenly d:jcting the Vital Strength, with» 
out manitclt Cauſcs and Reafons, and unexpectcdly 
killing the Sick 3 which tor che molt part are allo 
wont to be epidemical. They alſo have the other 
Symptoms more n:ild uſually then is wont, beſide 2 
weaker Pullc.

29. None can ever cure an Hedtic following Þ4- 
flammations, Apoſtem's, Ulcers and Fiſtuls's, who. 
beſide the Remedies newly mentiond doth not alſo 
uſe Medicins that potently cleauſe, and hence conſoli- 
date Ulcers and Fiſtula's. Among which the Balſam 
of Sulphur with Aniſe, or any other Aromatic Oil 
is not the leaſt effectual 3 as allo all Medicins made 
of Antimony, that are more fixt, and therfore nci- 
ther promore Vomiting, or Purging- Among com- 
mon things all thoſe arc famous, which have the name 
of Vulierary Plants, and are us'd in Decoctions be» 
ing, appropriated to the Cure of Ulcers, as well as 
Filtula's. 

30. And now having exactly obſervd all,in which 
according to the manner ot creating the divers Cauſes 
of Hcdic Fevers agree or ditter, the Phyſician will 
far more eafily obtain his dcficed end in their Cure, 
whilſt he has both obedicnt, and patient Sick Pco- 
ple, (which is ſeldom) and the Evil be not delaid to 
the laſt.

I* AS otherwiſe any Diſcaſe or Sickncls, fo a Fe. 
ver takes the name Malign, as often as #be 
Strength of the Sick is ſuddenly and nnexpeliedly de- 
Jefied, or far more grievous Symptoms occur, then are 

* wont to be obſervd in ſuch a-like Diſeaſe. 
2. The Strength that is wont to be dejected in 
V 4 Malign 
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Malign Fevers arc -cal'd Vital, to be manifeſted and 
dilccrnd by the Pulſe even trom its beginning too 
Wk, or ſuddenly much Weakned, and by wnexpe- 
fed Death overwnclming the Sick. 

3- Malign Fevers are cither Epidemical raging a- 
mong, many in the {ame time, having a common Canſe, 
as the Air, or Food vitiated, or Privat, atte&ing this 
or that Man only, and that for a fimgular Cauſe, aud 
= for the moſt part known by the name of Poj- 
Ne 

4- Again they are either Contagious, infeing 
others, or in no wiſe Contagious, not harming the 
Ey-ſtanders. 

5. Again they are cither more Acute, tending to an 
end in a few days, or Loxger, continuing mor 
days. F 

6+ In Malign Fevers there is for the moſt part ob» 
fervd a light Shivering to precede, and Heat ſoon: to 
follow it, ſeldom great, commonly more gentle, {o 
that the Sick ſcarce uſe to complain thereot. Their 
Urin tor the moſt part differs little or nothing from 
healthy peoples Urin. The Pulſe is indeed Frequent, 
but withal Little and I/eah,and always unequal,fom- 
times Intermittin'2 or Deficient. Otten Drowſinefs or 
a kind of Lethargie, ſeldom Iatchings urge. The 
Sick are ottcn vext with Turbulent Dreams, and un- 
quietneſs of Body. They have often Gripes in the 
$tomach troublclom enough, and formtimes Lothing, 
yea moreover Vomiting allo z and tic Head-Ake, and 
ſomtimes Raving or Giddineſs, A greater Thirſt 
often, then Heat of Body 2nd of the Jaws, All the 


Members ſecm formtimes weari'd with much La- 
bour, and as it were aftlifted by wearinels. Som- 
times theze happens Choleric, and Farid Loofneſſers 
f Drooping cr plenteous flux of Blood ont of uf" 

| rils 
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firils or Womb doth often concur 3 and the Blood that 
drops or runs out of its own accord moſt commonly 
will not clotter- Spots and little Pimples divers both in 
colour and greatneſs ſomtimes break forth in the out- 
fide of the Body 3 and Twmors in the GlanduPs. Som- 
times the extream parts loon wax bot, and again are 
preſently cold. Sweats either none, or very plente- 
ous come forth, by which unleſs the Sick get eaſe, 
eſpecially when they are promoted by Art, there is 
no hopes. 

7. From all which Symptoms rightly conſider'd, 
and compar'd with thoſe which are known by Ex- 
perience both, to reſiſt Malignity, and overcome it, [ 
judg the Cauſe of Malign Fevers, it not always, yet 
at leaſt is molt commonly a $alr that is both volatil 
and ſharp, which will weaken the ſomwhat ſowy Li+ 
quor of the GlandulPs, and make it ſluggiſh, and of 
little force : whence the natural Conſittency of the 
Blood is diminiſhd,and therfore its Rarefatiion deceivd, 
and often the ſeparation of the Animal Spirits hin- 
dred 3 and hence the other Synptoms above-mentiond 
are produc'd 3 according as that Sharp Volatil Salt is 
drawn with the Air by Inſpiration into the Lungs, 
and thence into the Blood alto, or is ſwallowd down 
with Food or Spittle into the Stomach, or creeps in 
through the Pores ot the Body or infelis, weakens 
and fporls the Liquors of the Glandul's firſt, or them 
together with the Blood, And hence depends the varic- 
ty ot divers Symptoms obſcrvd feveral ways in Ma- 
lign Fevers 3 as alſo from the other Humors found in 
the Body of any. 

$. The Blood therfore being leſs conſiſtent ſuſtains 
a leſs rarchaction, whence the Pulſe becoms 's,»t only 
Little, but mor-over Langmſhing 1, yea beudes the 
V ral Fire |:..41c4 21:4 Cuttaind in the Blood js more 
calily 
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oppreſt, and extinguiſht, and Death wnexpeTed often 
overwhelms people untit for it. 

9. I think the Canſe of all Malign Fevers to come 
from without, and never to be produc'd by . it (elf in 
the Body from the Humors corrupted of their own 
accord, for it procedes from a Fire exceding ſharp, 
which is not in Choler. 

10. Mans Body as well Containing, as Containd 
is defended and preſervd againſt all tach Malignity * 
in a Volatil Sharp Salt by the frequent and moderat * 
uſe of Sewr things, and eſpecially a little Tart. 

11. But this Velatil and Sharp Salt, the Cauſe of 
the noted Malignity, is CorreGed and Amended with | 
the ſame, and alſo Oily things, but eſpecially mixt 
with a Sorry or Tart Earth. To which appertain all | 
Potters Clay and Seald Earth, Bole Armeniac, the | 
Earth Lemnia, &c. and fo every Mineral or Metallt: 
Sulphar (rightly prepar'd) of Vitriol, Autimony, &c. 
Hither reduce thoſe that are commonly known Trea- 
ce, Diaſcordium, &e. Yea to corre this Salt, mild, 
and Oily Volatil Salts conduce, as moderating and 
aſſwaging its hurtful Acrimony. 

12. Sudorifics drive forward and expel moſt ſafcly 
and commodiouſly out of the Body the fame Sharp Vo- 
latil $alt more, or leſs temperd, or at leaft to be tem- 
perd by it. For it is known by manifold Experience 
that the Cure of Malign Fevers is molt happily in- 
ſtituted by this manner and ways 

13. Simple Sxdorifics arc not only approv'd, but 
thofe compounded alſo, Treacle, Mithridate, Diaſ- 
cordium, and infinite other Opiat Confe&tions de- 
vis'd of Tveral to imitate the tormer, and ſo usd. 
Where": this Note from me, that they are always 


to be preferd, which-can alſo temper the Acrimony 


of the Volatil Salt, which will tharfore be commo- 
dious'to be added to the reſt. For Example 3 I 
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R.Old Treacle 5 ii. Diapboretic Antimony 5 i. Syr.of 
Carduns Benedifins 5 ii. Our Preſervative Water 

Z i. Cizamon Water 5 b. Scabions-Water 7 ii. M. 

Let the Sick take a fourth or fifth part of this Mix- 
tore, and diſpoſe his Body to Sweat, and after half 
an hour let him again take one or two Spoonfuls, and 
ſo let him go on,till a profitable Sweat follow. Mean 
while, it he be very thirlty and the Tongue be dry, 
ke him moreover drivk upon it a little Broth firlt 
temperd to a gratefulneſs with ſome ſowr thing, the 
Juice of Citrons, Oranges, Verjuice, Vinegar, Cc. 
whereby the breaking forth of the Sweat will not 
only be promoted, but moreover the hurtful Acrimo- 
ny of the peccant Salt will be corrected. 

14+ This Poiſon is ſeldom to be {ent out by a Vo- 
mit, nor at all, unleſs when part of the hurtful Sale 
ſticks in the Stomach, or Guts, and a Loathing alſo 
urgeth : and then I prefer before all others Antimoni- 
al Vomits, but mild and fixt, becauſe they have an 
admirable Sulphur in than, whereby any ſharpneſs, 
15 wonderfully temperd. 

15. By vertue of this Sulphur I commonly add to 
the other Sudorihcs or Altering Mixtures Diaphoretic 
Antimony, or Mineral Bezoard either fingle, or vari- 
ouſly compounded, and other Suderihcs rightly pre» 
par'd of Amgimony. 

16+ After that Malign Poiſon that is found in the 
Volatil and Sharp Salt, is carri'd out of the Body 
by Sudorifics ſuthciently and rightly ugd, they muſt 
perſiſt for ſome time in a moderat uſe of Sowr things 
a little Harſh mixt with Drink, whereby the former 
Confiſtencie may by degrees be reſtor'd to the Blood. 
Therfore Verjuice, Pome-Granats, Quinces, Oran» 
gs, Berberies, &c+ conduce here. 

17. We intend to ſpeak farther of the Nature, 

X Harms, 
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Harms, and Cure of the Volatil and Sharp Salt, when 
we publiſh our Thoughts, and Obſervations ina pe- 
culiar Treatiſe of the Peft mean while- theſe may 
give- an occaſion to the diligent Searchers of the 
Works of Nature to ſearch and find out more.

Swouning and Syncope. 


1. QEcing that Chyle is made of Food taken in, | 


Blood of Chyle, of Blood both all the other 
things containd in the Body, and all the Containing 
parts of the Univerſal Body are nouriſht and encreaſd, 
with good cauſe reſpe&t is had to the Blood, wherein 
both the $trength,and the Reaſons thereof are examind, 
wcigh'd, and determind. 

2+ Therfore ſeeing the generation and firſt prepa- 
ring of Blood of Chyle begins in the Right Ventri- 
cle of the Heart, and is fhniſht in the , and the 
repairing and renewing therof more or leſs dccaid, 
and here and there depriv'd of ſeveral parts, and 
therfore lowing back to the Heart, many Evils do 
neceflarily betal Man even here by the intricate ill- 
afte&tcd Change which happens to the Blood in the 
Ventricles ot the Heart : which among the firſt ma- 
nifelt themſelves to every one, and eſpecially to Phy- 
ficians by the Pulſe being variouſly chang'd. 

3. Wederiv'd Feyers hitherto from the Pulſe be- 
ing bclide Nature too trequent, as the only common, 
and proper, and ſo Prognoſtic Sign of all Fevers i 
there being othcr Symptoms diſtinguiſhing every one 

ot 
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of their kinds, and degrees from one another : The 
next thing now is that we may draw and ina few 
words explain other Diſeaſes from a Little and Lan- 
guiſhing Pulſe. 

4. Thee Diſeaſes, which are obſervd various 
both by reaſon of the grnnpannny Sythptoms, and 
diſtin& in degrees, &fec fſignih'd in general by the 
names of Imbecillity, or Debility, in ſpecial by the 
name of Swouning, Ecluſis, Leipothymie, Leipopſycbie, 
Apopſychie, Aſpbyxie, $yncope, and others. 

5. We will not curiouſly inquire here into the O-= 
riginal of all theſe Words, ſeeing that words are as 
they are us'd, however many vex. themſelvs and 
others; but into the Nature, Efſence, and true 
Cauſes of thoſe Diſeaſes denoted in thole names, and 
in PraQice giving trouble to Phyſiciars attent on the 
Cure ot the Diſeaſe, 

6. A Univerſal Languiſhing of all the Parts, and 
Funitions, and Strength is (omtimes obſervd, cither 
bred from the Nativity, or riling after it by degrees 
and inſenfibly, or coming, or remaining after ſome 
Diſeaſe preceding. This they call Infirmity, Imbecil- 
. lity, or Debility z which has tor its Companion both 
a Little Pulſe \c(s then it ought to be, and I/eak, and 
more Languiſhing then ſhould be, and oftuer more 
Rare, and ſomtimes Intermitting once, or ofter by 
certain or uncertain Intervals, and fomtimes more 
and more deficient call'd Mixrus, according to the 
Paſſage of the Artery, and often Creeping or Irig- 
ling. 

7. Dulneſt of the Internil and External Senſes, and 
Defeti of the Animal Motion of Body, known by thc 
name of Wearineft do uſually concur in this Ditcaſe 
when more grievous. 

8. Weakneſs is alſo obſcrvd ſomtimes, not perma- 
nent, 
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nent, or continually perſevering, but orderly, or 
diſorderly,and fo repeting ſomtimes at certain,other. 
times uncertain Intervals, one while lightly, another 
while grievouſly affliting the Sick, the ſame return- 
ing one while ſooner, another while more ſlowly, 
unleſs it take away and kill the Sick. | 

9. If any would conſtitute two kinds only mo 
different in degrees, and not unfit to the method of 
Caring this Imbecill:ty and Debility, he may point out ? 
the lighter kind by the name of Swouning and Leipe- | 
thymic the more grievous kind by the name of . Syn- * 
cope, Lei ie, or Aſpbyxie. 

= 14 pronkdarks a Pmlſe is Leſs and Weaker, | 
ſo that in its lighter kind it can ſcarcely be perceivd, | 
and not at all in its more grievous kind. The Exter- 
nal and Internal Senſes commonly are both darkned, 
or allo ceaſe to ah, The Animal or Voluntary Moti- 
on allo is weak, or none. And fo Reſpiration it (lf 
15 found to be cither obſcxre, or quite deficient. 

11. For the moſt part a Cardialgie or Tickling in 
the upper Orifice of the Ventricle, or a compreſſion of 
the Heart, and Tawning ulcs to precede and foretel a 
Swouning \ and ſomtimes a Diſtenfion of the Belly, a 
Croking, or Gripes > Dimneſs or Darkneſs are before the 
Eyes, with a Giddineſs, and a Tinkling in the Ears 
accompanying, or ſuddenly tollowing them z Strerch- 
inzs, and often Conmlfive Motions. For it is tobe 
noted, ſecing that Swounings do not only differ in 
degrees, but allo in number and vehemency of $ymp- 
toms, that it does not ſeize on all always after the 
lame manner. 

12. When the Swouning is again looſd,and the Sick 
ſeem to return to themſelv's, then the Heart is wont

the Internal Senſes, though never ſo Languilhing as 
yet, being by degrees reftor'd, the anxiety and cong- 
preſſion alſo of the Heart, and other Symptoms are 
oblervd to be diminiſht, and at laſt vaniſh away 3 un- 
leſs that IWearineſr, and Tiring of the Univerſal Body

= 13. The moſt grievous, and ſingular kind of 
= Swouning is the Syncope, in which the Sick fall on 8 
ſudden as it were ſurpris'd with cold Air, a ſudden 
and almoſt unexpected Tinkling in the Ears preccd- 
ing 3 preſently there is #o Pulſe nor Reſpiration ob- 
ſervd ; which is proper to the Syncope, and moſt 
grievous Hypochondriac Suffocation : Mean while a 
cold and glutinons Sweat breaks forth 3 and all the 
Parts of the Body wax cold and pail, yea often Urix 
and the Excrements come away 3 lo that they are more 
like dead then living. 

14+ Sccing all theſe Diſeaſes are manifeſted by both 
a Leſs, and more wiſhing Pulſe, you may call to 
mind what we handled in Chap. 26. of the various 
Differences of Pulics, and their Cauſes; whereby 
you may the cafilier underſtand, that which is chiefly 
to be obſervd here, to wit, that an Kniverſal Lan- 
gniſhing, and a Swouning, and Syncope are the Symp- 
toms Ot the Vital Fanition, that is, next pertaining 
to Lite.

1+ | "He Palpitatian of the Heart is deſcrvedly referd 
to its Motion and Pulſe deprav'd againtt Na- 
ture , which I think is to be «ftcm'd us Convulſiv Mo» 
tion 3 ſeeing it 15 indeed an inordinate, forct and often 
alſo vehement Mtion of the Heart. For there 15 not 
always a notable vehemency, whence the Palpitation 
of the Heart uſes to difter much in degrecs. 
2+ This inordinate Motion of the Heart may te 
manifeſted by the Pulſe of the Arterics io part and 
attcr 
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afrer a certain manner, yet not plainly and fully; 
whence there is need, that for the moſt part the 
Hand ſhould feel under the left Pap: althoughiina 
vehement Palpitation of the Heart the ſame Motion 
may be (cen, as allo heard often at a notable di- 
ſtance. —_ 

3+ For it happens ſomtimes, that there is ſuch a 
vehement Palpitation of the Heart, and ſuch a ſmi- 
ting of the Ribs, that they are broken by it, or dri- 
ven forth in younger and more tender Pcaple, and rc- 
main ſticking out.

29. Inſtead of Sp. of Salt Armoniac you may add 
Volatil Salt of Harts-Horn, or any other, and ac- 
cording to its greater, or leſs Acrimonie add more, 
or leſs of it to the Mixture, which may be taken in 
a greater, or l:{s quantity at every time, and the 
body be kept in a warm place, «ſpecially in bed, to 
promote the power of the Medicin every way, and 
after that to facilitate a Sweat 3 although there is 
ſcarce need to raiſe a ſweat continually 3 ſecing it 
profits not, unleſs in aſmuch as the volatil and Salt 
torce of the Mcdicin pierces calier, and ſooner to the 
place affected and Obitrudcted. 

30+. Crabs Eyes, the Jaws of a Pike, the Bone of 
the Heart of an Hart, &c. may and ought to be re- 
Aa 4 terr'd 
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ferrd to a Volatil Salt ſeeing they abound with it. 

31- In this caſe likewiſe All txt Metallic and Mij- 
peral Sulphurs conduce 3 wieretore Diaphoretic Anti- 
monzets hither referrd being brouz ht to fome hxtnes; 
although chcſe are here convenicnt for many cauſes, 

32+ Nor do tbe Volatil Salts of Living Creatures 

alone conduce here, but all made of fcveral parts of 
Scorbutic Plants fo call d being ſharp, emulating 
their ſtrength, ſuch as are the Juices of Hedge- Ms 
ſtard Scurvic-graſs, Garden and Water Creſflcs, Dan» 
deleon, &c. Treacle-Waters, &e. So that they 
have power to loolen and difloly Phlegm Coagulated 
or Blooa Clotterd, 

33- Among the Externals the compound Oyntment 
Martiatum, and of Marſh- Mallows are convenient, 
&c. the Oil of white Lilies, Camomile, Dill, Bay, 
Bricks, (commonly call'd } Philoſophers, &c. which 
may cammodiouſly be mixt together, and be anvint- 
ed on the external affe&<4d part; uſing before or add- 
ing ofen the reftit'd Spirit of Wine, aſwel timple, 
as compound, .and ſeveral ways aromatiz'd, 

34+ In this Caſcalio Cataplaſms, more Diſſolvizg, 
than Mollitying, or Ripening may be outwardly 
apply'dz which may Cut, and Looſen the Humor, 
Blood, or Phicgma Coagulatea bring prepar'd of the 
parts of Sharp aud Aromatic Plants. For example 
take this following,

35- 11. Motion is reſtord to Blood Standing ſtill 
and ſtopt in its: Veſſels tor the moſt part and moſt 
happily by Sudorifics, {ometimes by opening a Vein, 
and Letting Blood. 

36- By Sudorifics; in as much as by their help 
the Blood becomes not only more fluid, and moveable, 
but morcover is mov'd atiually being more, and 
more rarch'd by the Volatil Salt that is in them, and 
again looſens, puls aſunder, and therefore mov's the 
Blood by degrees more or leſs clottering, only by its 
ſtoppage becauſe of its Acid Spirit. 

37. Hence it is, that the Pulſe ſo continually more 
Frequent, as often together Greater and Stronger is 
wont to accompeny Sweat > unle(s an extreme dejedti- 
on of Strength concur : for then both @ Leſs, and 
more Languiſhing Palſe is joynd to one more Fre» 

ents 

? 38. For when the Vclatil Salt of the Sudorifics 
coms to the right Ventricle of the Heart, there the 
Blood rarehcs more, and more potently, and does 
not only ſeck an out-let for it ſelf of its own accord, 
but provokes and forces the Ventricle of the Heart 
by di'ating, it more both to a more Frequent, and 
more Valid Con:raction ot it ſelt,and (o to the expel- 
ling and driving the Blood forward 3 and therefore 
railes, moves, and every way puts forward from 
the Heart the Blood firſt by degrees deficient in its 
Motion. 

29. When that mentioned Power of Sudorifics 
cor''s to theplace of Obſtruction, it attempts the 
Mart:cr obltructing be it whatit will, and cuts, at- 
tenuates, looſens, and makes it fluid z whence it is 

farther 
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farther driven forward together with it more eaſily, 
and happily, the aſſault of the Blood coming more 
potently mov'd and forc'd to it. 

40. By opening a Vein, and letting Blood, its Mo- 
tion is rejtor'd to the Blood ftanding (till, in as much 
as that which was next is carri'd into the place of 
that which is let out, and a larger ſpace being {6 
made for the Univerſal Blood all the” Blood mov's 
both more ſwittly, and potently z wherfore it,which 


firk ſftope ſtanding (till in its Veſſels, the Plethora be- . 


ing now taken away 1t ſtops no longer, but is more 
potently (tird up, and helpt to renew its interrupted, 
at leaſt much diminiſht motion 3 unleſs a more grie- 
vous Obſtruction hinder this, that will not yeeld to 
Blood alone too vehemently mov'd. but moreover 
wanting thoſe things that cut and difſoly the Humor 
obſtructing. 

41. And thenafter a ſufficient quantity of Blood 
15 taken away, it is profitable to give a Sudorific, and 
Cutting Mixture at ſeveral times by Spoontuls, ſuch 
an one as we noted in Set. 28. whether little or no 
Sweat follow at its taking, if that the rebellious Ob- 
ſtruction be looſend, and taken away. 

42. II. The Blood Effusr d ont of its Veſſels, aud 
diſperſt through the Subjt ance of the more near parts, 
is to be remov'd thence, wholly or in part as ſoon as 
may be, if it can be remov'd at all, by bindring its 
coagulation, potently diſſolving its over«thick parts, 
diſcuſſing thoſe that are more tender, and together tem- 
gering thoſe too ſharp 3 and that as well by Internal as

43» The Coagulation of Blood is hindred by Crabs- 
Eys,Diaphoretic Antimony, Mumy,Sperma Ceti,Gum 
Galbanum,Sagapen piurn,SpruleBeer,e#c.beltdes 
the molt of theſe nam'd do difſolo the oper-thick, -=_ 
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of Blood, and diſcuſs thoſe too thin, and moreover 
temper thoſe too ſharp, eſpecially when they are joind 
with others, which promote or encreaſe their force.

Thin parts will continually be Diſcuſt together with- 
Sweat or inſenfible Tranſpiration 3 and the Pain will 
be aſwag'd its over-ſharp parts being temperd, and at 
length wholly taken away 3 and ſo the Obſtruction 
it [a will he looſned and difſolvd : and by fuch- 
like alone us'd in time, and diligently Pleurifies, and 
Peripneumonics, and Inflammations of other Parts 
beginning, gricvous cnough, and troubleſom with « 
Anxicties, or ſharp Pains have oft been Cur'd. 

44. You may anoint upon the part affected, the 
Ointment Martiatum, that of Marſh-Malows com. 
pounded, or any other Aromatic z to which you may 
reter May-Butter prepar'd with the Juice of Aroma- 
tic Plants z ſortimes adding Aromatic Oils in like 
manner, that ot Bays, Dill, or others more potent, 
or diſtild, of Earth, Turpentine, Amber, Bricks, &c» 
but in lefs quantity. 

45- Among Plaſters that of Sperma Ceti is deſcr- 
vedly commended, which 

Re. Virgin-Wax 5 iv. Sperma Ceti ii» Gum Gal- 

banum, difſolvd in Vinegar Ji. M. Make it 8 
Plaſter according to Art, through which Melted

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tides. 

This Egregious Plaſter does not only preſerv the 
Blood in all the External Parts of the Body, but 
Milk alſo from curding in the Paps, yea ſomtimes it 
again looſens and diſcuſſes, or reftores it meauly 
curded. 

46. Fomentations alſo made of Aromatic Plants 
and potent Diſcuſlcrs boild in, Water, or Wine may 
conduce z adding, morcover when they are us'd ſome 
of the Spirit of Wins. For Exampic 3

47+ This Fomentation may be us'd, by ſowing the 
beaten parts of the Plants in a Bag, or Bags, and af- 
ter they arc boild by expreſſing the ſuperfluous Li- 
quor, and applying Bags meanly warm to the part 
affected; where they mult be left to long, as they 
arc hot; and as ſoon as they want heat, they are to 
be remov'd, and others warm to b: appli'd. Alſo a 
Woolen Cloth, or ſoft Sponge ht to cover ye art 
aff-&<d may be laid on the warm Fomentatiorg-and 
after be appli'd to the part paind the ſuperfluous Li-

harm eaſily happening from nioilt and ſoon after cold 
Shirts, or other Linen Cloths near the Body 'is pre» 
vented. 

48. By the help therfore of theſe ſeveral Medicins, 
the Indications mentiond will be fatish'd z nor will 
they only be ſhund, or the Coagulation of Blood be 
repaird ; but morcover its over-thick, or thickned 
parts will be attenuated 3 and thoſe more thin will 
be diſcuſt and carri'd out by infenfible Tranſpiration 3 
yca thoſe too ſharp will ve temperd, 1f any ſuch can- 
not be ſoon atter together difperſt, wherby at l:ngth 
they by degrees vaniſh away, at leaſt they may be ca» 
licr, and more happily ſuppurated. 

49, IV. When the Blood is ctfus'd into ſuch, or 
ſo deep a place, owt of which it cannot be commo- 
diouſly remov'd without Suppuration and an Apo- 
ſteme 3 the making and generation of Matter 15 to be 
promoted, and hatined. 

50. All Emolliext and Ripening Medicing do this, 
the Roots and Leavs of Marſh-Malows, Malows, 
Whirc Lilies, Brank Uzftine, Orage, Mercury, &c. 
the Seeds of Lint, Fenugreck, Marſh-Malows, & ec. 
or thcir Meals, as allo that of Bar'cy, tat Figs, Mans, 
Swines- Greafſe, &c. the Fat of a Goole, Hen, Cal, 
&e. the Marrow: of all Boaes, any Butter, Oil of O- 
lives, Sweet A'raonds, and almolt any that is exprett 
ot ſevcrai Seeds, or K:rnels, or build with Emolli- 
ent Fiowers, &c. 

51. When Phlegmatic and Viſcons Humors are joind 
with the Blood, the Knobs ot Oniors, Squils, &c. 
arc to be added to the former, and ſfomrimes Gum 
Bdellium, Galbanum, Ammoniac, &c. Liquid Sty- 
raXx, 
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rax, Wax, Turpentine, Hony, and many ſuch- 
like. 

52. Cataplaſms are wont to be moſt commodiouſly 
prepar'd of theſe ; For Example, 

Re. The Meal of Marſh-malow Root, of Barley, of 

each 5 ii. the Leavs of Malows, Brank Urfine, 
of each Man. iii. the Seeds,or Meal of Lint 5 i. 6 
fat Figs bruiſd x. 

Boil them in Water or Small Bcer on a ſlow Fire, 
or when there is an extreme Heat, in Butter-Milk to 
the conſumption of their Moiſture, and foftning of 
thoſe things boild; then all being exa4ly beaten,add 
Swines Greaſe, new Butter, of each J i. 6. M. for s 
Cataplaſm. 

53- When Clutizvons Phlegm- is mixt with the 
Blood, and breeds @ lighter Heat in the part, then 
prepare this following, 

ty. Onions roaſted in Embers, and then beaten J iv. 

the Meal of Beans, Fenugreek- Seeds, of each 5 iii. 
Flowers of Roman-Camomile, of Elder, of each 
M. i. 5. Boil them according to Art in Small 
Beer, or pure Water, 10 be s Cataplaſm. 

54- When there is much heat in the part Inflam'd, 
and the Sick cannot bear Fat things, beware diligent- 
ly of all Oils, and Oily things; and then I have al- 
ways ob(ervd that Butter-Milk , which is, the Whey 
of the Creme of Milk butterd is uſcful 3 in which if 
a Decoction be made, the Cataplaſm by help of this 
will egregiouſly temper Heat,and hinder,$t. Antonies 
Fire from being eaſily juind with the Inflammation. 

55. If Ointments, or Plaſters pleaſe the Sick better, 
and they be not hurt by Fat things , the Part paind 
may once or ofter be anointed with the Oiutments of 
Agrippa, Simple, or Compounded Marth-Malows, 
the PeQtoral, &e. Ointment, and cither alone, = 
wil 
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with convenient Oils added, of White Lilies, Sweet 
lmonds, and ſuch-like reduc'd to the conſiſtency of 
Liniment + and afterward the Plaſter of Diachylon 
Simple, and ſomtimes with Gum be laid on it, as al- 
> that of the Mucilages, chiefly when the Body and 


Blood abound with much Phlegm, and chat Viſ- 
ous. 


56. Y- The Generation of Matter being promo- 
d and finiſhe by theſe or fuch-like Medicins 3 Its 
Dutelet is n02 20 be delaid, (ceing while it is preſent the 
Pain perſiſts, and being let out is diminiſht 3 and the 
atter becoms ſharper by delay, and "therfore more 
urtful, and the Parts ncar it are more and more cor- 
apted by it, and ſo the Ulcer is made greater, and 
6 more difhcult to cure 3 chiefly when the Veſlſcls 
ear it are corroded by that Matter being too ſharp, 
and ſowr naturally. 

57. For the Apolteme that is deep is ſcldom opend 

of its own accord, and not without a long time : 

'herfore, when Matter begins to appeir ripe by the 
Sotrnels of the part affected manifett to touching, as 
alio Rednefſs and Pain diminitht, as oft as may be, 
the Ouc-Ict is to be prepar'd tor Matter cither by a 
ſharp Knife, or a potential Camtery, in the ſofteſt and 
lowelt place of thc Tumor, 

58. It the Sick admit of neither, or be delicate,or 
moroſe, endcavour to draw the Matter toward the 
Superhcics of the Body, wherby the Skin fretted may 
be (ooner pertorated by It 3 for which uſe the follow- 
ing Plaſter often approv'd by me may ſerve, which

60. When there is much Matter containd in the 
Apolteme, diligently beware, that all be not let out 
at once, but by lictle and little z becauſe otherwiſe 
the (trength of the Sick is not a little profſtrated, 
But when there is only a little Matter, nothing hin- 
ders that all may be let out, which is ht, and ready 
to run out ; not preſſing it hard, nor long, which is 
familiar with many Chirurgcons, by which I never 
obſcrvd chat the Sick get any good, but otten much 
hurt, When Matter ſticks in a place remote from 
opening, or is only carri'd in a crooked paſſage to 
the place of opening, -then may it, yea ought it to be 
forc'd out by a mild preſſure of the parts. 

61. VI. A way being made and opend for Mat- 
ter we muſt now forthwith procede to 'Cleanſe and 
Conſolidate the Vicer 3 to which end ſeveral Mcdicins 
are wout to be given, all which I ncither blame, nor 
carpat. I have often conhtiderd with admiration the 
laudable cffc&t of Balſam of Sulphur with Oil of Tur- 
pentine, Anilc, &c. in this cafe, incredible to ma- 
ny, it alittle cf it be dropt in, or anointed on the 
Ulcer. For ſhortly atter the generation of new 
Palcgm is fo diminiſht, that oft by the help of chis 
one Balſam I have in a few days p*rtcaly curd no- 
table Apo'tum s attcr Inflammations bred both in the 
Breſts, and el{whcre. 

62. By this Experiment not a little to be eſtem'd, 
I judg the Clcrniing and Conſolidation of Wicers 
following, Apolitcm's ro confilt in the C orretiion of A- 
cid, and Corredins Matter, cleaving to the Ulcerated 
Part, and corrupting the Zlood at lealt in part that is 

apt 
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apt to nouriſh it, and turning it into new matter : and 
this Matter adhering to the part afteQred is Correfied 
by the mentiond Balſam of Sulphur, chicfly by its 
Arimatic Oil, and ſo abounding with a Volatil Oily 
Salt 3 by which the Acid Spirit abounding with 
Matter, and daily corrupting the Blood into Matter 
is not only dulld, but moreover mitigated, and (© 
amended, that the Blood flowing to it ſoon repairs 
the parts betore conſum'd, and hniſhes the laſt Con+ 
{olidation. 

63. - What farther may be deduc'd from this Expe- 
riment to perfc& Phylic alfo in other things, let both 
Ingenious and Judicious Phyficians and Chirurgeons 
weigh and judg. I had willingly added more, un- 
Iſs my great and toilſom Buſineſs had deni'd me ne- 

eſſary leaſure to hniſh this, and other things.

Humors, Choler, Spittle, the Paxcreatical, or Melan- 
cholic Fuice, or Lympha of the Conglobated Glandul 7, 
and perhaps to attord the primary Matter #0 generate 
Seed. 

2, This Motion of the Animal Spitits a 
enc 
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the Nervs according to Nature, if I may be Judg, is 
Continual and Equal \ but Changeable, and Unequal 
according to the diuers Diſeaſes of the Mind. 

3- This Motion of the Animal Spirits 1s deprav'd, 
1. when None, or Fewer Spirits are mov'd through 
the Nervs then is wont > 2. When More, then ought, 
or was expedient z 3- When they move Unequally, 
Inordinatly, or beſide, and againſt the Will to certain,os 
all the parts. 

4+ IT. When No Animal Spirits are carri'd to the 
Organs of the External Senſes, or Animal Motion, 
the mentiond Funiiions of Seeing, Smelling, Hearing, 
Taſting, Touching, and the Senſe of Heat, as alfo 
of Motion in the Apoplexic and Pallic ceaſe all that 
time. 

5. When Fewer Animal Spirits then are wont are 
carri'd to the ſaine Organs, the fame Funtiions are 
obſcrvd to be Imperfeti and Weak, in a trembling and 
inhrm Motion, not long continuing, when the 
Sight is weak and ſoon weari'd, &c.

8. The Morion of the Animal Spirits © the 
Parts 15 Deficient who!ly. or in part by the fault of 
the Nervs, when they are Cnt in two, Compreſt, C5- 
ftrutied, (when they can be eblicucted) or Clor'd. 

9. The Nervs are Cut in two by any ſharp things, 
that are apt to wound the Body. 

10. The Nervs are Compreſt by Bands, hard Tu- 
ors, Or compatied Humors, lying, upon the Nervs. 

11, That the Nerys canuot be Obltructed, I even 
ther- 
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therfore think, becauſe their Pipes ſeeing they ar: 
continu'd to the (trait Pipes of the Brain, aud Cere- 
bellum, will receiv nothing into them, that is not 
exceding ſmall and hath firſt got into the Pipes of 
the Brain, or Cerebcllum : Into which if any con- 
- tend that Vapors, or Wind may enter together with 
the Spirits and ſoon get into the Nervs, I ſce not 
how and by what means the ſame can judg that the 
noted Vapors, or Wind can congeal again, that they 
may there breed an O'ſtruction. F 

12. The Palſic arifing by a cold Rain, whence the 
Cloaths are wet, fo fling this or that part, ſeems 
to prove that Phlegmatic and WWatry Humors abiding

17. The true Cauſ: of a Univerſal Convulfion 
ſecondarily affefting, and chiefly coming fpon a 
$ Particular Convulſion ſeems to me the encreaſd and 
$ firrce, and by the continuance of the Cauſe provoks 
ing by degrees more encreaſd and fierce, at length the 
evil urging all over more obſtinatly moſt fierce Motion 
of the Animal Spirits by reaſon of the Part primarily 
afteted 3 for which thing all the Muſcles in the 
whole Body are moſt vehemently contracted, and 
breed a Univerſal Convullion.

'# AS Vomiting, ſo alſo Sweating ſeems not to me 

4 Natural Excretion, but cither Non-natural, 
or Preternatural, or Phyſical; and that either Artifi+ 
cial, or Critical. 

2. I donct judg Sweat to be a Natrral Excretion, 
becauſe in Healthy People moderatly uſing the Nor» 
natural things I have not hitherto ovlervd any Sweat 
breaking forth. 

3+ I judg the Excretion of Sweat tobe Non-natural, 
as oft as a Non-natural thing exceding the Golden 

Mediocrity mov's it, as hot or rainy Weather, much 
Mcat, or Drink, and chicfly hot z a more vehement 
Motion of Body, a great and burning anxicty of 
Mind, &c. which ceaſing, Sweating cealcs again. 

4+ I judg a Sweat Preter-aatriral, which is raid by 
tne Humors corrupted, or by Poiton taken in, wea® 
kening or killing a Man, 

5. I call a Sweat Phyſical, which is either Critical 
driven forward for the profit and health of the Sick 
ot its own accord by the Humosrs that are in Man, or 
Artificial by Art by Medicins taken within the Body, 
or us'd outwardly as a Bath, Rubbings, &c.
